fions of poſſible dangers, to put our ſelves and your 

Majeſty into reall and preſent inconveniences, bur 

that we will ſpeedily purſue the way propoſed by 

your Mijeſtics former mcflage, which you in hu- 

manc reaſon arcthe onely way to compoſe, and 

both co-unitely to micigate the diſtractions of the 

Kingdonae, in a conjoyned concurrance of our dc- 

terminations : and with Gods propitious bleſſings 

wee thall thereby reſtore a great mealure of felicity 
to King, Parliament,and whelc Realme,
